John M. O'Donoghue, . chairman ot 


tho Lowell Fuel committee, got in 
touch with the omce of James J. Stor- 
rbw, th« Massachusttts fuel adminis- 
trator, oB the telephone shortly be- 
fore 10 o'clock this morning and the 
tist of the conference resulted in the 
statement that the orders issued last 
night from Washington must he fol- 
lowed out in this city practically as 
•worded in the statement from Fuel 
Administrator Gartield 
This means that Lowell mills, with 


hardly an exception as far as is known 
now will close this evening and not 
reopen until Wednesday morning of 
next week. 
The live day period as mentioned in 


the orders includes Sunday and the 
new holiday, Monday. 
Delivery of Coal 


Chairman O'Donoghue has instruct- 


ed local coal dealers to deliver no more 
soft coal beginning tomorrow to an 
jndustry without first conferring with 
the local committee. 
"The domestic coal situation is not 


had," said Mr. O'Donoghue tiris-morn- 
iiig. 
"I learned in conversation with 


a member ot Mr. Storrow's force this 
morning that a coal bargo had reached 
Boston this morning and that 600^tons 
of coal were coming Lowellward.' 


The fact that any of the local in- 
dustrial plants has an ample supply 
of coal on hand at present will make 
no difference as to the matter of their 
Shutting down. 
They will not be ex- 


cepted for this reason.

An interesting question was brought 


up this morning by the managers .of 
one of the local box shops when he 
asked if his plant would have to close.!

maintained to prevent, freezing, but 
nevertheless the industry itself must 
close down during the days specified. 


Any local industry engaged in the 


manufacture of food will not have to 
close unless the food is of such a na- 
ture that it will not be seriously af- 
fected by the closing down of the 
plant where it is made.

The city of Lowell, in addition to 


its other troubles, is threatened with 


general strike of the stationary fire- 


men employed in all of the local mille. 


A strike of the firemen would prob- 


ably cause every mill to be shut down, 
for" with the labor market as it is at 
the present time, it would be impos- 
sible (o fill their places. 
Only licensed 


liremen ran do their work and prac- 
tically all of them arc organized. 


That the situation is critical is evi- 


denced by the fact that Mr. P. W. Ben- 
jamin, \~. S. commissioner of concilia- 
tion, arrived in Lowell yesterday for 
the purpose oC bringing the mill agents 
and representatives of the firemen to- 
gether for the purpose of discussing 
the situation and settling the differ- 
ences pacifically, if possible. 
It is understood that a conference 


,vill be held either today or tomorrow, 
when Mr. Benjamin 
will hear both 
sides of. the controversy. 
The, firemen 


state that they have shown great pa- 
'tiencp in the matter, but are now de- 
termined to force their employers to 
show their hands. 
They claim that 
they made a demand for an increase 
in wages and for shorter hours in the 
early part of last October,' but since 
that time the demand bus been ignored 
by the mill agents.' 
They statn that 
all of the mill agents with possibly ono 
exception appear to take the demand 
as a joke, and they intend to show 
them that it is a thoroughly sfiriona 
proposition.

THE FUEL SAVING ORDER 


Tho order of the fuel administrator 


at Washington for a Monday holiday 
for tho next two months and for a five 
day shut down in varied industrial 
activities in order to conserve tho fuel 
supply, is certainly a surprise to the 
public. 


The order applies to the states cast 


of the Mississippi river and is said to 
be imperative on account of the short- 
age of coal. This innst be tho fact as 
otherwise 
the 
government 
surely 


would not sanction any such sweeping 
order. 


But that such a situation should 


have arisen argues lack of foresight 
and gross mismanagement on-the part 
of the fuel administrator. In a coun- 
try in which there is an abundance of 
coal, it is difficult to excuse the pres- 
ent state of affairs. Two things have 
operated chiefly to bring it about. 
First, a general breakdown o( .our 
transportation system; 
and second, 


, the shipment of large quantities of 


coal to Europe and to points necessary 
£or the use of our navy. 


It is well known also that from last 


summer until within a tew months 
ago, a great many of the mines were 
tied up by labor strikes while the out- 
put of. others could not be promptly 
removed owing to the lack of coal 


! csrs. Thus several causes combined 


to bring abont the present shortage of 


, coal and on top of all came the worst 


cold spell that visited this country in 


- forty years. 1'et in spite of all this, 
, ft seems that if Dr. Gar-field had been 
' endowed with keen business acumen, 
- lie could have foretold the logical rc- 
; suit of thes» various causes and fore- 
: stalled the calamity. 


"Whether justly or 
otherwise, the 


fuel administrator will be blamed, and 
Sn view of the facts, he will find it 


t 
difficult to vindicate his administration 


I against the charge of gross misman- 
- agement. 


SIR FREDERICK'S DIATRIBES 
Sir Frederick B. Smith, 
attorney 


general of England, IB going through 
this country assailing the Irish people 
who do not happen to reside in Ulster 
as a lot of traitors to the cause of 
the allies. 


In denouncing the Sinn Fein element 


as in league with Germany, he speaks 
as if he placed all tlie Irish people 
outside Ulster in that 
category 
as 


when he says:
